Governor Tillman, of South Carolina, has 
written to the president saying that he has 
no friends to recommend for offices under 
Mr. Cleveland, but he requests that Mr. 
Cleveland will not ‘appoint four men in 
South Carolina who have been his (Till- 
man’s) enemies, to the offices for which they 
apply. Two of these men are Ben Perry, of 
Greenville, and C. W. Harris, of Union;

cret. However as Mr. Harris was the only 
member of the South Carolina delegation 
in the Chicago convention who voted for 
Mr. Cleveland, it is probable that the pres- 
ident will provide for him.

Cleveland’s Way. 

President Cleveland has a way of mak- 
ing appointments that is peculiarly his own. 
If he thinks a man is fit for a position he 
does not seem to care whether the man is 
an applicant or whether he has any endorse- 
ments. He simply picks out the man and 
tenders him the place. 

This was aptly demonstated in his se- 
lection of ex-Senator Bustis as minister to 
France. Mr. Eustis’s nomination was sent 
to the senate on Monday and being an ex- 
senator he was confirmed without reference 
of the nomination to a committee. 

Mr. Eustis had not the faintest idea that 
he would receive the appointment until 
Saturday morning. He had desired to be 
secretary of state, though he made no ap- 
plication for it.

The Congressman Won. 

In the nomination of William T.- England 
as postmaster at Van Buren, Ark., sent to 
the senate there is a story. 

The people of Van Buren held a primary 
election last week to express:their choice 
for postmaster. Henry Pernot, an aspi- 
rant, received a majority of the votes cast. 
Congressman Dinsmore, who represents that 
district, had promised Mr. England his sup- 
port for ‘postmaster several months ago 
and he recommended England to Postmaster 
General Bissell, stating at the time that 
the people had cast their votes for another, 
but he wanted England to have the office. 

The postmaster general promptly decided 
to allow Mr. Dinsmore to make the selec- 
tion and made out the appointment of Eng- 
land. This would indicate that Mr. Bissell 
‘is opposed to establishing the precedent 
of electing postmasters, though ,had Mr. 
Dinsmore recommended the man the peo- 
ple voted for he said he would have ap- 
pointed him. Thus it seems that the long 
standing rule of the department to allow 
congressmen to appoint postmasters in their 
own districts will not be changed. 

Anxious for the Extra Session. 


On account of the great rush being made 
for offices there has been but little discus- 
sion here today of Mr. Cleveland’s  an- 
nouncement that he will call an extra ses- 
sion of congress. Indeed, the news was not 
printed in any of the Washington or New 
York papers, but will appear tomorrow. 
Those members who have heard of it are 
much pleased, and they are glad to know it 
will not ‘be later than the 1st of September.

Negroes Fire the Town of Purvis, Miss. 
Bitter Feeling Between the Kaces. 

Meridian, Miss., March 22.—The town 
of Purvis, Miss., on the New Orleans and 
Northeastern railroad, fifteen miles east ‘of 
Meridian, was destroyed by incendiaries 
last night.

How the Southern Roads Show Up in the 
List—Interesting Items from 
the Scrap Heap. 


- 


The inter-state commerce commission has 
just issued a preliminary report on the in- 
come account of railways of the United 
States for the year ending June 30, 1592. 
Tis is a little late but it is presumed that 
the statistics are accurate. 

Railway experts have figured all this out 
months ago, but their figures may not have 
been quite go rgliable, though approximate 
ly correct. Unfortunately, the largest sys- 
tems in the south are not included in this 
report. The Central of Georgia, tiie Rich- 
mond and Danville, the East Tennessee, 
and the Norfolk aud Western are among 
the roads whose reports are not included in 
this calculation of the commision. . 

The commission’s report exhibits the in- 
come account of 462 operating roads, the 
total number of miles being 128,349. 
This leaves out of_the compilation about 
thirty-seven thousand of the lines usually 
reporting to the commission. The most 
significapt fact in this summary is the in- 
creased earnings of the roads ip 1892 as 
compared with the previous year. The 

oss earnings of the railways of the 
finite States for the year covered by the 
report, estimated on the basis of the actu- 
al earings of the road reporting were 

,422,711,698, being an increase of $125,- 

»303. over the earnings of the previous 
year, or an increase of per mile of 
line operated. ‘This shows an increase in 
excess of any year covered by the reports 
to the commission., It is doubtless due, in 
a large measure, to the fact that during the 
fiscal] year 1891 the railways were moving 
the poor crop of 1890, while during the fis- 
cal repr of 1892 the relatively abundant 
crop of 1891 provided increased traffic. It 
is probable that the rate of increase, as 
shown in the report, is a little excessive, 
and that the estimated earnings for the en- 
tire railway system are a little too high, 
owing to the fact that the roads whose 
earnings are included in the compilation 
are on an average of a little higher grade 
than the roads whose earnings have been 
estimated.

Another Free Land Craze, 

The 7,000 families camping along the 
Kansas border, waiting for the opening 
of the Cherokee strip, are repeating the 
folly of the people who flocked into 
Oklahoma. 

Most of these settlers will have to 
mortgage everything they possess béfore 
they can build a house or turn a furrow, 
and in a year or two they will be com- 
plaining of hard times after the fashion 
of their unfortunate brethren in Nebraska 
and Dakota. 

The pioneers who settle in a new coun- 
try find out that it takes a generation 
to make their lands habitable, produc- 
tive and valuable. They will find labor 
scarce and mortgages abundant. They 
will have to practice hard economy and 
give up many of the comforts of life. 
IFree land in the wild west is sombtimes 
more expensive than a farm in the east. 

It is to be hoped that very few farmers 
in the South Atlantio states will turn 
their eyes in the dlirection of the Cherokee 
strip. They live in the finest region of 
the republic, and scientific agriculture 
and diversified crops will bring them 
more money than a big farm in a new 
country will yield for many.years to 
come. . 

Free land is a delusion and a snare. It 
takes people among strangers in a wilder- 
hess, far from the markets and the con- 
veniences of the older states, and the 
story of the first generation in a new 


‘country is a record of hardship and debt, 


of sickness and death. The young Geor- 
gian who is thinking of making a start 
in life, as a farmer, should stay where 
he is. He can buy land for cash or on 
time at a reasonable figure, and he will 
have the companionship and sympathy 
of his lifelong friends and - neighbors. 
If he puts brains into his work, he will 
get ahead in Georgia, and if he is one of 
the incapables he may rest assured that 
he would be handicapped in the Cherokee 
strip, or anywhere else. 

The old idea of free lands in the west 
will not suit our new conditions. It is 
cheaper and more profitable to buy a 
farm in Georgia than to go to Oklahoma 
or the Cherokee strip and get one for 
nothing. 


The Cotton Situation. 

Senator George, who is a member of the 
senate committee appointed to investigate 
the agricultural depression in the cotton 
states, has issued an address to the 
planters, in which he summarizes some 
of the points in the committee's forth- 
coming report. 

The senator warns the farmers not to 
expect any immediate relief from legisla- 
tion and he furthermore declares that, 
in this generation at least, we shall not 
have the high prices for cotton that once 
prevailed. Cotton will never, except in 
short exceptional periods, be high enough 
to warrant the producer in relying upon 
it as the means of purchasing supplies 
which can be raised at home. 

The last crop brought a higher price 
than the preceding one simply because 
the crop was smaller. The price would 
have been higher if a surplus had not 
been left over from the previous season, 
and if the great strike in England had 
not caused 60,000 operatives to stop work. 
This strike has resulted in a decrease of 
525,000 bales in the amount consumed by 
the British factories, and it is likely to 
reach a further decrease of 100,000 bales 
in the near future. Then, the surplus 
carried over by the American spinners 
enabled them to get along with 350,000 
bales less than they took for the same 
period during last season. Senator 
George says: 

The prospect of another large crop, coming 
from increased acreage, if that should hap- 
,pen, would not only be an effectual bar to 
any rise in the price, but would cause a still 
further deciine. So that now the cotton 
raisers of the south are confronted with this 
serious question: Shall we, by increased 
acreage in the crop now being planted, as 
compared to the acreage of that of last year, 
raise a crop of nine or ten million bales and 
thereby glut the markets of the world, caus- 
ing a fall to the low prices of 1891-92, and 
perhaps even lower, or will we, by reducing 
the acreage to the extent necessary to raise 
all our food and acreage crops and work ani- 
mals—especially our meat, corn, horses and 
muies—increase the price of our cotton crop 
and at the same time diminish the uses of 
the proceeds of the crop by a large reduction 
in the amount heretofore applied to buy 
necessary supplies? There can be but one 
answer to this question in the minds of 
thoughtful men. If it be said among so nu- 
merous a class of cotton raisers it will be 
impossible to get an agreement which will re- 
sult in combined action to plant a reduced 
acreage in cotton, and if this be. conceded, 
then the situation appeals with still stronger 
force to each individual farmer to decrease 
his own crop to the extent needful to raise 
his supplies, for if there shall not be stch a 
diminution in the acreage as to effect mate- 
riaily the price so that the next crop is to be 
a low-priced one, the advantage to him who 
wisely raised his own supplies will be clear 
and manifest. He will not have to buy 
high-priced supplies with the scant proceeds 
of low-priced cotton. The proceeds then will 
be in the main a surplus, or nearly go. 

Now, we have here no fanciful theories, 
but the semi-official result of an investi- 
gation which has been carried on for 
several months by men of experience and 
judgment. This advance summary of the 
committee’s report deserves the thought- 
ful consideration of evéry farmer in the 
cotton, states, and it is to be hoped that 
our people will not be persuaded by 
some of their too sanguine advisers to 
ignore the real facts of the situation. We 
have reached the point where we must 
raise Our own supplies and make cotton 
our surplus crop. No matter what 
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that is possible when all the facts of the 
case are duly weighed considered. 
Significant Utterances. 

We print elsewhere two significant de- 
liverances by the most prominent leaders 
of the third party in Georgia. One is 
from ex-Congressman Thomas E. Watson 
and the other from ex-Congressman 
Thomas E. Winn. 

Mr. Watson, in an address before a 
meeting of the Farmers’ Alliance, held in 
Thomson, took occasion to say that, if 
the democrats “fulfilled their promises 
to the people, everybody ought to- be 
satisfied.” His entire address is described 
by The Augusta Evening News as “broad 
and conservative.” 

Ex-Congressman Winn, in hig talk with 
a Constitution reporter, expresses himself 
more at length than Mr. Watson, but is 
not more emphatic in what he says. But 
the essence of his remarks is the same. 
He calls attention to the pledges made by 
the democratic party—the promise to re 
form the tariff, and the no less solemn 
promise to restore our currency to the 
bemetallic standard—and he leaves it to 
be inferred that, if these pledges are re- 
deemed, there will be no further excuse 
or need for such a movement in opposi- 
tion to the democratic party as that which 
was embodied in the people’s party. 

Mr. Watson and Mr. Winn were the 
most prominent and popular leaders of 
the people’s party movement in Georgia, 
and their utterances are of special signifi- 
cance at this time. They confirm what 
The Constitution has said all along—that 
there will be no danger of a repetition of 
the third party movement if the demo- 
crats who have been selected to represent 
the party in congress lose no time in 
carrying out the promises so clearly made 
in the democratic platform. 

When that is done, the third party will 
disappear, and there will be no longer a 
threat of division in the south, where 
division is so dangerous. 

The Constitution says now, as it said 
then, that the democratic pledges will be 
redeemed. The tariff will be reformed 
to a strict revenue basis, and the financial 
issue will be disposed of as the democratic 
platform directs. Those who are in 
charge of affairs—those who have the 
responsibility of the situation on their 
shoulders—cannot afford to disrupt the 
party in order to cater to the greed of the 
eastern gold sharks and money lenders. 

The recent attempt of the gold clique 


tne atmosphere and strengthened the un- 
derstanding of the party, and we say to 
those who are growing uneasy: Possess 
your souls in patience! Shortly, you shall 
see the fulfillment of the written pledges. 
Shortly, you shall witness the annihilation 
of the McKinley tariff and the restoration 
of silver to its old place im the currency 
in accordance with the declaration of the 
democratic platform. 

The pledge has been solemnly made! 

Truly, it looks as if there will be no 
third party in Georgia next year.

Other Geologists Quoted. 


“In spite of my report and the fact shown 
in Mr. Willet’s letter, Mr. Whatley was 
retained. My adverse report on Mr. 
Whaeatley’s report was founded solely upon 
his report itself, and in the interest of the 
state, though Mr. Whatley’s friends claim 
that I failed to sanction it because of per- 
sonal ill feeling toward him. My criticism 
of his report was sustained by Professer HK. 
A. Smith, state geologist of Alabama, in 
which he says: ‘1 am compelled to gustain 
Dr. Spencer in his criticism of the value of 
the work of his assistant.’ Also by Pro- 
fessor J. A. Holmes, state geologist of 
North Carolina, who says: ‘I have on per- 
sodal acquaintance with either Mr. What- 
ley or Dr. Spencer, and have consented to 
examine the report and specimens for the 
reason that, as an outside party, I may, by 
rendering an impartial judgment, assist the 
public of Georgia {in elevating the work of 
the geological survey to such a plane as 
will command for it the respect and con- 
fidence of capitalists and men of science. 
. . . I find in these state- 
ments (a detailed criticism of the report) so 
maby indications of ignorance and reck- 
lessness in the use of terms and such a 
lack of care and precision in description, 
that I feel obliged to record the opinion 
that Mr. Whatley’s report, in so far as its 
treatment of rocks and minerals 1s concern- 
ed, ig utterly worthless _ . *] 
would feea ashamed to know that any stu- 
dent in my elementary class in geology 
could commit such gross and inexcusable 
blunders, and I do not hesitate to say that 
the retention on the geological survey of an 
assistant geologist who hag made such blun- 
ders in labeling hig specimens, and who has 
prepared hig report as worthless as, in my 
opinion the accompanying report is, not 
only brings discredit to the suryey, but ren- 
ders the survey unworthy of the confidence 
of capitulisfs who have money to invest or 
men of science who must pass judgment 
upon it.’ Of Mr. Whatley's same report 
Mr. J. K. Gilbert, chief geologist of the 
United States survey, wrote: ‘In my judg- 
ment the report should not be published. 
First, because of the apparent ignorance of 
the author as to mineralogy, lithology and 
geognosy throws doubt on most of the state- 
ments as a real and structural geology, so 
that they could not be used by geologists 
without verification. Second, becapse it is 
quite possible that the announcement con- 
tained in the report of the discovery of gold, 
iron ores, etc., may be ill founded, and if so, 
they would not only bring discredit on the 
geological survey, but might lead to disas- 
trous mining enterprises. — : 

‘“‘The opinions of these eminent geologists 
sustaining my adyerse criticism of Mr. 
Whatley’s report were known to the board 
asx early as March 1891, being then on file 
with the president of the board.

ater on the diamonds were submitted to 
me threugh the board. As sagn as I saw 
the stones, I was aware of thejp insignifi- 
cant value as diamonds, but under the cir- 
cumstances I forwarded them without criti- 
cism to G. F. Kuntz, Tiffany’s diamond 
expert for examination, and e replied 
that one diamond in the rock had evidently 
been put there, which did not fit closely 
along the rock, and it was a worn spec- 
imen. He was of the opinion that the dia- 
monds came from South Africa. Most of 
the southern diamonds are clear, but these 
were of the bort variety and their respective 
values were 75 cents, $1.25 and $2.50. 
This information confirmed my own opin- 
ion as to the value of this so-called find, 
and made it apparent that Mr. Watley, al- 
though filling the position of assistant state 
geologist, had been made the victim of par- 
ties desiring to boom proverty by salting 
diamonds for him to find. This evidence 
was before the board when they wished me 
to accept the accuracy and shoulder the 
responsibility of the publication of his re- 
ports. 

A Resignation Tendered. 


“Having become weary of the effort to 
make the geological survey of Georgia a 
success, notwithstanding the incompetency 
of my geological assistants, and the unwill- 
ingness of the board to put them under the 
control of the chief and place the wuvey 
on a scientific basis, on December the , 
1892, I handed my resignation to Governor 
Northen, president of the board, stating 
that the progress of the survey had not 
been as satisfactory as the people of the 
state had a right to expect, and that it 
was impossible to secure the best results, 
scientifically and economically, in the pres- 
ent method of administering the survey. 
In this resignation I asked to be permitted 
to publish a report of the work I had done, 
that it might be put in permanent shape 
and then to retire from the survey, hoping 
that another geologist might be found more 
capable than myself to reconcile the de- 
mands and responsibility of the pdositio 
with details of administration, which 
could but regard as incompatible with con- 
scientious and worthy work. I desire to 
say at this point that I submitted my report 
ready for publication last summer, but the 
board then declined to publish any reports 
without giving reasons, and without exam- 
ining the decuments. I wish to state also 
that I am still willing that the report of 
my work shall be published. 

“In view of the foregoing facts the in- 
justice to myself and the waste to the state 
in the action of the board this morning, in 
demanding the resignation of each of the 
members of the survey is apparen*. 

“It appears that the board was unwilling 
to take the necessary steps to put the sur- 
vey on a business basis, and in order to 
avoid the responsibility of the issue made 
by my refusal to sanction the publication of 
unscientific work, asked for the resignation 
of each of the members of the survey.

NEW YORK, March 22—Manchester advices repeat 
the cables received early in the week that a settlement 
of the Lancashire lockout may be looked for at the 
meeting to be held tomorrow.

CHICAGO, March 22—There is a great restriction of 
trade in wheat on account of the fear that the load of 
of the bull clique is becoming enormously heavy and 
unmanageable. Business today was light from the 
outside and not heavy even among local traders. The 
price wes }sc0 lower at the start, but recovered Wc of 
the loss.

Provisions were lively and irregular with victory per- 
chance on the shoulders of the bears in the end- 

The reports coming to hand concerning winter wheat 
were somewhat varied, but, generally speaking, dam- 
age was acknowledged from many /points. Europe, 
where everything up to date was coleur de rose regard- 
ing their wheat prospects, reversed the picture today, 
and noted a failure of a portion of the Algerian crop 
and injury to that of Spain and Hungary. General 
rains were reported in the wheat belt, with mild weath- 
er and & growing probability that the serious drought 
in Kansas would be broken and crop prospects mate- 
rially improved. Geddes, Miils, Parker and Boyden, 
supposed to be acting in the interest of the clique, 
came in and took Mayjfreely for some time, causing 
some reaction. which, however, was only temporary. 
Linon was a generous weller of May, and bought puts 
last night of Pardridge on 1,000,000 bushels at 75\c. 
These free operations on the part of the usually con- 
servative operator lied to a rumor that he was helping 
the clique to unload its big line of May. There was a 
rumor that some No, 3 red winter wheat was being 
shipped from Detroit to Chicago by rail, but it could 
not Le traced to any reliable source. The opening was 
about %@ 4c lower for May and \c lower for July than 
the closing figures of yesterday, ruled a trifle stronger 
and the market fluctuated within 3c, closing easy. 

Corn operators were disposed to interpret the rain as 
meaning smaller receipts, owing to bad country roads, 
with possibly poor grading, hence bought a little corn. 
Purchases by those friendly to higher prices caused 
about Kc advance, but this support was soon with- 
drawn, and the market sagged to about old prices. 

Hog products opened weak and lower’on increased 
receiptsjof live hogs and the execution ofa batch of sell- 
ing orders by commission houses, The shorts bought 
quite freely, and as soon as the offerings were taken, 
the market advanced to top prices, but the volume of 
trading was lisht and the undertone weak. The im- 
provement, under raiding by Wright and Baldwin,was 
of brief duration, and the market dropped below the 
bottom prices of the day and closed easy.

HIS AFRICAN BLOOD DION'T BETRAY HIM, 


But His Strange Actions Did, and He Skip- 
pedin a Hurry—Officer Thompson 
| Grows Worse.

Sidney Maund, the picturesque red-hair; 


ed, red-mustached and biue-eyed negro, 
who came so near ending the life of Patrol- 
man Thompson a week ago, cut a nervy 
eaper in a Villa Rica hotel two nights ago. 

By his boldness Maund came neag being 
eaptured, and if he had been he would 
haye received peppery treatment, it is safe, 
to say. But he got away with po worse 
consequence resulting from his folly than 
giving the officers a tip ag to his where- 
abouts. ' 

Maund is so nearly white that he is of- 
tener taken for a Caucasian than an Afri- 
can. His freckle-spotted face, deep blue 
eyes, bright red hair and mustache and 
blonde appearance add to the deception 
which he ynwittingly practices upon peo- 
ple who do not know that he is of African 
descent. The flat nose and other physical 
characteristics of the negro are noticeably 
absent in Maund’s make-up. While in 
Atlanta Maund boarded in a white family, 
his employer states, and frequently repre- 
sented himyelf as a white man. 

Two nights ago Maund appeared in Villa 
Riea. No one.who saw him,on the streets 
there suspected that he was a negro. He 
had every appearance of a white man and 
represented himself as such. 

ust after dark Maund went to the hotel 
and registered, and asked for a room for 
the night. He was given an upstairs room 
wd - ortly afterward retired for the 
D 


Maund sees nervous and anxious to 
eacape notice, He did not appear around 
the .office and had nothing to say to the 
otherg at the hotel. His strange actions 
excited the suspicions of a pegro porter 
in the hotel, and he kept a elose watch 
upon Maund’s moyements. 

e white negro remained in his room 
the next prorning and did not appear at 
the breakfast table. He, however, sum- 
moned the porter to his room and asked 
that the morning Constitution be brought 
him. The paper was carried to him and 
he read it closely. 

He noticed that the porter was watching 
him, and seized upon the first opportunity 
to get out of the hotel without being seen. 
He got out into the streets before exciting 
notice and then hurried away. The matter 
was at once reported to the marshal agd 
a search wag made for the shrewd negro. 
He had got a safe distance ahead, however, 
and made his escape. 

The marsha! of Villa Rica came to At- 
lanta and reported the appearanée of 
Maund at that Rlsce to the police depart- 
ment. @bief Connolly mailed a nymber 
of eireulars centaining a deseription of 
Maund to the towns on the Georgia Pa- 
cifie road, on which Villa Rica is situated. 

It is thought that Maund was making his 
way to Birmingham, and the likelihood is 
that he ‘is now in that city.

The Reinhardt manual will come up for 
action, too, The general council, after 
several fights, decided to order the print- 
ing of the manual compiled by Mr. Rein- 
hardt at a eost of $175, The story of that 
manual is welt known, and is now a part 
of the history of Atlanta. The members 
of the board are divided on the resolution 
authorizing the payment of the bill, and 
the indications are that it will be as warm 
a fight before the board as it was’ before 

council. 

The acceptancegof the Spring Dale park 
in Inman park will be considered, too, The 
eouncil, after more than a wrangle over 
taking the place, decided at the last meet- 
ing to assume control of it. Members of 
the aldermanic board then fought the prop- 
osition, aud when it is brought up today it 
will find two members, Mesure, Broyles 
and Harralson, for it, and at least two 
against it,“ Messrs. Rice and Stephens.

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Death of One of Savannah's Best Known 
Citizens. 


A CHECKEREQ AND INTERESTING CAREER 


A Man Who Saw the World and Who 
Has Been Prominent in Savannah 
Affairs for Many Years. 


Savannah, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)— 
Commodore William Hone, one of Savan- 
nah's best known citizens, and to whom is 
ascribed the invention of the Chatham’s 
famous artillery punch, died at his resi- 
dence today from Bright’s disease. Mr. 
Hone, or Commodore Hone, as he wa more 
familiarly known, was a “Virginian by 
birth and a New Yorker by raising,” as 
he often stated. He -vas seventy-four years 


experience in the metropolis hig roving dis- 
| position led him to sea. He shipped before 
the mast and in an eventful course of years 
visited every trading country in the world, 
rising to the command of a fine merchant 
ship. The passion for salt water and 


latter years of his life there was no more 
ardent yachtsman than he. ‘ 

Leaving the sea, Commodore Hone came 
to Savannah in 1850. Soon after his ar- 
rival here he went in the ship chandlering 
business with C. H. Chonnery, under the 
firm name of Hone & Chonnery. The firm 
did a profitable business and was continued 
until the approach of the war, when the 
partnership was dissolved, 

Commodore Hone had been a member of 
the Chatham Artillery. He served with 
the company during the early part of the 
war as its lieutenant, doing coast duty. 
Then he engaged in blockade running, with 
headquarters at Nassau, running into NSa- 
vannah, Charleston and Wilmington, and 
bringing great quantities of supplies. He 
always had a fine vessel. He was cap- 
tured once or twice, but had the good for- 
tune to escape long imprisonment. 

After the war the returned to Savannah 
and went into the wholesale liquor busi- 
ness with Charles Gordon, under the firm 
name of Hone & Gordon, and subsequently 
as William Hone & Co. In 1889 Mr. Hone 
retired from the partnership, but managed 
the business until a year ago. 

Commodore Hone was one of the found- 
ers of the Howard Benevolent Association, 
and did good work during the yellow fever 
epidemics. He was one of the early mem- 
bers of the Savannah Yacht Club, and was 
commodore, serving for over ten years in 
that capacity. It was mainly by the efforts 
of William Hone that the Revenant 
Company was organized. He lavented 
heavily in the enterprise and served as 
president until 1890. He continued his 
large fipancial interest in the factory.

When the Rome-furnace was built in 
1890 it was done with money raised by the 
issuance of $75,000 worth of bonds placed 
upon the furnace and 7 the large min- 
eral properties of.the Dirt Seller moun- 
tain, which Mr. Colyer and his company 
had acquired. The total investment was 
about $225,000; and.the amount of bonds

Mr. Colyer's company agreed. to build 
the furnace with that amount of bonds, 
and to retire $7,500 of them every year.

ave been paid off. Besides this the stock- 
holders have been paid good dividends. 

Such a record for the first two years of 
a furnace’s operation is almost unprece- 
dented, especially during such a period of 
depression in the iron markets as_ that 
which has hung over the country sitce the 
fall of 1890. ; 

The success of Mr. Colyer’s management 
is due largely to the quality of iron pro- 
duced. It is the best of charcoal iron and 
has not a superior in the country. Within 
the short period of two years it has come 
to’ be known all over the country. Rome 
iron is like sea island cotton and: britgs a 
fine price. In that way a margin above 
the cost of production is secured. The 
value of the Rome furnace to Rome may 
be inferred from the amount of its dis- 
bursements.

ENGINEERS’ PETITION TO JUDGE SPEER 


Has Been Filed by Attorney Patterson 
Other News and Personal Notes 
of the Day in Macon. 


Macon, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)—This 
morning President J. O. Waddell, of the 
Georgia Agricultural Society, and Mayor 
S. B. Price, of the city of Macon, signed 
the modified agreement or contract be- 
tween the city and the society in reference 
to the rotation of the state fair. The fol- 
lowing is the modified agreement:

Society was passed: 

Whereas, The Georgia State Agricultural 
Society, through its president and committee 
have expressed a desire to modify the contract 
with the city to allow the society to hold 
their annual fair in other cities by the system 
of nate. ane. pa aie. 

ereas, e purpose an sh of the 
city of Macéfi to aid the society in its object; 
now, therefore, 

Resolved, That the present contract be- 
tween the city and the society be so amended 
as to permit the society to hold their fairs 
in cities other than Magon, that is to say, the 
society shall bind themselves to hold their fair 
in Macon each alternate year, begining with 
1893. and that the society shall also bind them- 
selves not to hoid their fairs in any city 
that will not agree to not hold a fair of any 
kind in the year in which the state fair is be- 
ing held in Macon. Further, that the fair of 
18Y3 may be held in any city selected by the 
society, but the fair of 1894 shall be held in 
Macon, and in each alternate year thereafter 
until the contract with the cit terminates.

President Waddell is very enthusiastic 
about the future of the society and the 
state fairs. He says that the alternating 
or rotating plan will arouse a spirit of ri- 
valry among the cities to get the fair and 
see which can have the finest exhibition. 
President Waddell further says that he has 
received numerous letters from the execu- 
tive committee and members of the society 
praising Macon’s magnanimous and liberal 
action in consenting to the modified con- 
tract. The contest for the next fair seems 
to lie between Augusta and Atlanta. 

The Engineers’ Case. 

Tonight Hon. R. W. Patterson, attorney 
for the committee of the entire Central 
railroad system of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, presented an application 
or petition to Judge Speer, of the United 
States court asking him to require Receiver 
Comer of the Central railroad to make a 
contract with the engineers for the time that 
the road remains in the hands of the re- 
ceiver. 

It being recognized, of course, that the 
court would have no authority to order the 
contract made for a longer time than the 
road is operated -by’a receiver, it is under- 
stood that the engineers have been willing 
all the time to have. such a contract as they 
have been working under during the past 
year until a short time ago’ when the con- 
tract expired and General Superintendent 
Wadley refused to renew the contract on 
the ground that be did not care to recognize 
labor organizations; that he would treat 
with employes as individuals but not organ- 
izations. 

After reading. Mr. Patterson’s petition, 
Judge Speer granted a rule nisi ordering 
Receiver Comer to show cause before him 
at Macon on Friday March 24th, why he 
should not make and sign a contract with 
the engineers. 

The case is a very important one, and 
Judge Speer’s decision will probably have 
the effect of determining whether or not 
there will be a strike on the Central system. 

This is the first time that the active and 
actual question has been brought into a 
court to be decided whether or not labor 
organizations are a legal body and have 
lawful rights under the law in the manner 
aboye described. In the recent telegra- 

hers’ strike it will be remembered that

The Signal Office Is 'Now in the New 
Building—BDlegant Carpets and Fur~ 
niture Piaced in the Offices, 


The big red building with the tall tower 
and expansive back yard down among the 
cosmopolitan region of Decatur street 
will be the permanent home of Atlanta’s 
police department after tomorrow night. 

Yesterday the removal began and contin- 
ued throughout the day as fast as a large 
force of hands could carry it on. Today 
it will go ahead with unabated vigor. By 
tomorrow night it will be completed and the 
criminal element of the city will be housed 
in the pretty palace erected by the city 
council for their accommodation when they 
get into trouble. 

Last night the signal office was in the 
new station. The removal of it began the 
first thing yesterday morning, and by the 
middie of yesterday afternoon Superin- 
tendent Jeff Wright had it in good wirk- 
ing order ready for the transmission of sig- 
nals. But the lights had not been turned 
on in the new building and no use was made 
of the signal wires last night. All calls for 
the wagon, or communication *of whatever 
nature between the policemen and head- 
Quarters was made by telephone. Today 
the service will be in working condition, 
and tonight the electric lights will be turn- 
ed on, and the new building will be ablaze 
with brightness. 

Yesterday the scenes around the old 
police headquarters on Pryor street were 
unusual. Big furniture vans stood with 
their rear ends backed up close to the 
sidewalk, while they wére being loaded 
with the @usty records of the departments, 
and other belongings of the police branch 
of the public service. The signal oftice’s 
furnishings were first bundled into the 
capacious inside of the big van, and still 
there was room for more. 2 

All sorts of odds and ends were resur- 
rected from dusty corners, where they had 
been hidden for months, and thrown with 
the other goods to be carted off to the new 
headquarters. 

Yesterday morning Chief Connolly de- 
tailed Patrolman Carlisle to superintend the 
removal of the records of his office. Great 
piles of old books, containing the records 
of the police for years back, were brought 
out from the cabinet in which they have 
been reposing, and hauled away to their 
new home. Officer Carlisle kept close 
watch over the valuable papers, and last 
night he had them stored away in an office 
adjoining that of the chief, where they will 
be convenient for reference. 

After the day’s work Chief Connolly’s 


- Office appeared as if it had been visited b 


a gang of burglars. It had a bare an 
vacant look, unusual to it. Only enough 
furniture, books and papers were left to 
carry on business during the two more days 
— the police wil] Spend in the old build- 

The guns in the grmory were brought out 
from their cabinet and placed in readiness 
for removal. . 

ile these signs’ of dissolution were 
apparent the workmen were busy tearing 
away the strong iron cells in the prison.
